Ed McGinley, All-American tac- 
kle of Penn, was speaker at the 
meeting of the Lower Merion Hi-Y 
Club held in the Ardmore Y. M. C. 
A. last Wednesday evening. Lou 
Young, Penn coach, of Narberth, 
was scheduled to do the speaking, 
but was unable to be present. 

McGinley narrated his football 
experiences and told of several 
games in which he played. He also 
told of the college work at Penn and 
assured his listeners that midyear 
examinations were no cinch to pass. 

Eleven new members were ad- 
mitted to the club, making the pres- 
ent total membership 33. This is 
lacking of seven of the 40 limit.

It is expected that the annual re- 
port of the Narberth Building and 
Loan Association will be ready for 
publication next week. The report 
will show the association in its us- 
ual flourishing condition, with as- 
sets of nearly $800,000, and over 
1 1 00 shares in force. 

On Thursday evening, March 5, 
at the Borough Hall, from 7 until 
9 in the evening, the directors will 
receive subscriptions for the new 
series that opens at that time. 

As usual, both long- and short- 
term series will be opened. The 
long-term representing a par value 
of $200 a share and dues of $1 to 
be paid each month, and when the 
dues is paid added to the interest 
earned equals $200 a share, the 
series will mature, which usually 
takes about 11 years and three 
months. 

The short-term series requires the 
payment of dues of $2 a month, and 
when these dues together with the 
interest amounts to $200 a share, 
the short-term series matures, which 
will require a little over six years. 

It is surprising how fast building 
and loan stock increases in value, 
especially if you take out a few 
shares each year, and before you 
know it you are building up a valu- 
able asset which can be borrowed 
against if you are short of money 
at any meeting and which matures 
in so few years that you will won- 
der why you didn't have a building 
and loan habit before. 

Primarily, building and loan is 
meant for the home buyer, but it 
is very necessary to have the funds 
to loan, so that the successful build- 
ing and loan association is one that 
has members who are each month 
paying in dues on what is known 
as free stock, in order to have funds 
to loan to other members who are 
building or buying homes, and the 
ideal is reached when the loans 
equal the receipts. 

In Narberth the majority of the 
loans are to your neighbor on Nar- 
berth real estate, which is the best 
security the association could have, 
and the Narberth Building and 
Loan Association has a record of 
never having to take back a prop- 
erty on account of the non-payment 
of mortgage interest. 

It would be well at this time to 
look over your building and loan 
investment and see if this would not 
be a good time to take out addi- 
tional shares, and to the new resi- 
dents of the borough a cordial 
invitation is extended to become 
stockholders. The directors will be 
glad to talk to anyone at the March 
meeting and explain the building 
and loan idea. 

Make a memorandum on your 
calendar to take out new building 
and loan stock Thursday evening, 
March 5, from 7 o'clock until 9, in 
Borough Hall, Narberth. 



Method For Street 
Paving Outlined 



Form Of Needed Petition 
Is Shown 



The Borough Council at its 
February meeting passed a resolu- 
tion requiring petitions for new 
pavements from all streets which 
are to be included in the improve- 
ments under the $75,000 bond 
issue. This presumably means that 
if petitions have not been received 
from any street when the time 
time comes to let the contract, that 
street will not be included. It, 
therefore, behooves the residents of 
all unpaved streets to circulate their 
petition and present them to Coun- 
cil immediately. In order to facili- 
tate this the Narberth Street Im- 
provement Association has sent out 
to its members the following form 
letter which contains the correct 
wording for a petition : 

The Borough Council at its meeting 
on the 0th decided to require formal peti- 
tions from the property owners on those 
unpaved streets which are to be improved. 
Through the kindness of Councilman 
Wentz, I have been provided with the 
correct form for such a petition. This 
form was prepared by the Borough So- 
licitor and I will write a copy of it at the 
bottom of this page. 

In connection with the circulation of 
this petition: It is important to bear in 
mind that Mr. Stites says that signatures 
representing at least four-fifths of the 
abutting property arc necessary. 

It seems to me that it is highly desir- 
able to circulate these petitions immedi- 
ately and present them at the next regu- 
lar meeting of Council which presumably 
will come on the evening of Monday, 
March 9.

Of Main Line Fire Companies Held 
at Ardmore. 

A move to instill harmony in the 
relations of the various fire com- 
panies of the township and to pave 
the way for amicable adjustment of 
any difficulties that might arise be- 
tween them was undertaken Monday 
night, when Chairman Clifford 
Alackey, of the Township Commis- 
sion police and fire committee, and 
Chief James I. Donaghy, of the 
Lower Merion police, gave a supper 
in the township offices to directors 
of the four fire companies of Lower 
Merion and the one from the bor- 
ough of Narberth. 

The meeting was called with the 
especial hope that steps might be 
taken to smooth any remaining 
rivalry between the Cynwyd and 
'ivar%erth' companies. Efforts were 
made to placate Cynwyd on the re- 
cent award by the Township Com- 
mission of some of its Merion ter- 
ritory to Narberth. 

Chief Donaghy, who, as ranking 
member of the committee, assumed 
the role of spokesman, reviewed the 
situation which led to the awarding 
of South Merion, formerly joint 
territory between the Cynwyd and 
Narberth companies, to Narberth 
for sole fire protection. Narberth 
had offered to give fire protection 
to a larger part of Lower Merion 
township than it had before, and had 
done this with the statement that it 
expected no recompense from the 
township, Captain Donaghy pointed 
out. 

"Naturally," he declared, "the 
commissioners could not refuse this 
offer, which it was to the township's 
interest to accept." 

Cynwyd representatives agreed, 
but questioned the motive behind 
Narberth's offer. Narberth was not 
going out of its limits to give pro- 
tection because of the entirely al- 
truistic reason it gave, they de- 
clared. Narberth's offer was mere- 
ly a ruse to get the right to exclusive 
solicitation for funds from a section 
that formerly helped to support a 
Lower Merion company. 

At the harmony gathering the re- 
quest of the Merion Civic Associa- 
tion that a paid fire chief be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the various 
companies in the Township was 
brought up by Chief Donaghy but 
was laid aside for later discussion. 

It is probable that when the new 
township building is finished, an ar- 
rangement will be made for a cen- 
tral alarm system for the whole 
Main Line. This, Captain Donaghy 
believes, is not practical at present. 

Representatives from the Cyn- 
wyd, Narberth. Ardmore, Bryn 
Mawr and West Manayunk fire 
companies attended the Monday 
meeting. 

From Narberth there were pres- 
ent Burgess Carl B. Metzger, John 
A. Miller, Taylor Henry ' and 
Charles Young.

Norristown High is waging war 
on the spirit shown by its adherents 
at basketball games this season. 
"Razzing" of officials and other 
signs of poor sportsmanship must 
go, declare the county seat athletic 
authorities. 

Some adverse comment has been 
caused among opponents of Norris- 
town at the hostile reception they 
have received at the hands of 
Norristown supporters in basket- 
ball games this season. Especially 
uncomplimentary was the criticism 
of the county seat school after the 
game with Lower Merion at Ard- 
more a few weeks ago. 

This game was the crucial one of 
the Suburban League season, as a 
victory for Lower Merion would 
have tied it with Norristown for 
the league leadership. Feeling in 
both camps naturally ran high, but 
many L. M. rooters felt that the 
hardboiled "razzing" which Norris- 
town fans indulged in was a bit un- 
called for. 

Coach Rhoton, of the Norristown 
quintet, felt the same way, only 
more conclusively so, for the next 
day he issued a statement in which 
he told the student body that he 
was ashamed and humiliated at the 
razzing spirit which had been 
shown at the Lower Merion con- 
test. It was accompanied with a 
plea for better sportsmanship. 

An organized effort to put over 
this better spirit has now been 
started by school authorities at 
Norristown, and one of the chief 
steps in this campaign has been the 
distribution of cards among Norris- 
town rooters pleading for better 
spirit. 

The scheme has been used with 
good effect at the University of 
Pennsylvania basketball games, and 
the high school officials hope that 
it will produce results here.

The blond should evade intense 
colors except a turquoise, and wear 
pale, pink French and baby blue, 
orchid and light yellow. Most 
women can wear black by having a 
touch of their most becoming color 
— blue, pink or a richer tone — near 
the face. Paris has discarded the 
all-black dress and is showing black 
lace over pink or flesh color for 
evening, and black satin for all oc- 
casion relieved by a touch of color. 
There has been a decided but grad- 
ual change in styles in the past year. 
The silhouette is still straight and 
close, but with fullness below the 
knee, chiefly to the front. Dress 
lengths in America are from 7 to 
11 inches from the floor, ac- 
cording to the style of garment and 
figure of the wearer. Sleeves are 
absent, very short or full length. 
Jabots are much in vogue and scarfs 
worn more than ever — thrown to- 
ward the back at one or both ends, 
sometimes forming a cape. Capes 
are to be worn and the ensemble 
costume and the strictly tailored 
suit will be the most exclusive fash- 
ions. Costumes must match from 
hat to shoes and handbags. Coats 
are plain, and if trimmed with fur 
it should be at the bottom only. 
Navy blue is to be the color, and all 
wood tones, gray-greens, bambino 
and periwinkle blues and pinkish 
tans are to predominate. For 
sports wear the two-piece garment 
in one color or harmonizing colors 
are correct, and plain skirts with 
checked upper part are a new note 
in costumes. Inverted box plaits 
and godets form a fullness when 
in motion and keep the straight line 
in repose.

The book 
is composed of short sketches, not 
only of wit but of philosophy, too, 
and seems to neglect no one. Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, Fred Stone, the 
Prince of Wales, three of our 
Presidents — Harding, Wilson and 
Coolidge — receive mention, and 
many lesser subjects, including 
corsets, soup and chewing gum ! 

"Twice Thirty" is an autobiog- 
raphy of Edward W. Bok. Only 
a few years ago Mr. Bok wrote of 
his "Americanization" but saved 
enough interesting incidents to fill 
another book. It is not every man 
at "twice thirty," or sixty years, 
who can tell of such a full and 
active life. From his birth in the 
Netherlands, through his baby- 
hood, childhood and on to the pres- 
ent day, through business, mar- 
riage and friendship, the book car- 
ries the reader and ends with the 
words : • 

"By the Same Author," 
"To be published in 1954 : 
"THRICE THIRTY." 
Lovers of the sea will be inter- 
ested in "'Down to the Sea in 
Ships" by Irvin Anthony. The 
author has started at the very be- 
ginning, with floating logs, first 
pointed at the front, then pointed 
at the back to insure more speed. 
From this primitive means of float- 
ing on water he goes on to the 
more exciting stories of life on the 
whalers and fishing vessels, with 
mention of pirates and life in gen- 
eral as lived by seafaring men. 
The book is generously illustrated 
with pictures of boats and ships of 
many periods. 

A first novel always arouses in- 
terest, and when the plot is well 
worked out and the style good, in- 
terest turns into real pleasure. 
"Patricia Ellen," by Mary Wilt- 
shire, comes under this heading. 
"Patricia Ellen" was so named 
with the understanding that if she 
grew up, sweet and pretty, they 
would call her "Patricia;" but if 
she were plain, "Ellen" should be 
her name. And "Ellen" she be- 
came, until a delicate young artist 
met and fell in love with her. To 
him she was "Patricia." After five 
years of almost perfect happiness 
the young artist died, leaving "Pa- 
tricia" to provide for their infant 
daughter. Life did not come easy 
after this, but the author has 
shown how a great love and a wil- 
ling sacrifice can, in a measure,' 
bring happiness. 

"A Woman of Fifty," by Rheta 
Childs Dorr, is one of the two 
books that* were so interestingly 
reviewed by Mrs. Wood, librarian, 
when broadcasting recently from 
Station W F I as part of the Com- 
munity Club radio program. This 
is the story of Mrs. Dorr's active 
life in public affairs, particularly 
her part in the feminist movement. 
"Lafcadio Hearn's American 
Days" by Edward Larocque Tin- 
ker, is an intimate account of the 
personality of that picturesque 
writer. Shy and self-conscious be- 
cause of a sightless eye and what 
he supposed was a repulsive ap- 
pearance, he kept away from 
people of his own class and min- 
gled with, and found beauty in, 



sordid and poorer surroundings. 
Many letters written to his friends 
and articles written for news- 
papers are here reprinted, and the 
whole tells a tale of the unusual 
life of Hearn who is internation- 
ally known for his interpretative 
writings of Japan and her people. 

Spring Carnival. 
Plans for the coming carnival — 
probably to be on April ry and 18 — 
are already started.

League of Women Voters Hears 
Prominent Speakers. 
Under the auspices of the Nar- 
berth branch of the League of 
Women Voters there was recently 
held what was unquestionably one 
of the most successful events of 
the season. 

A delightful luncheon as the 
result of the efforts of a most able 
and willing committee, coupled 
with an interesting and diversified 
program, hap elicited many re- 
quests for repetition. 

One of the principal speakers 
was Dr. George W. Kirchevey, of 
New York, at one time warden 
of Sing Sing and dean of law at 
Columbia University, whose sub- 
ject embraced our responsibility 
to those less fortunate than our- 
selves, many of whom received 
their first incentive for a criminal 
career in the institutions provided 
for those of younger years, such 
as the reformatory and house of 
refuge. His address also included 
a survey of our prisons and an 
appeal for improvements in con- 
formity with modern ideas of 
penal reform. 

A resume of the political phases 
at Harrisburg and some of the 
more outstanding legislation was 
given by Mrs. Herman L. 
Schwartz, a member of the State 
board. 

Miss Gertrude Ely, chairman 
of Montgomery county and a 
member of the national board, re- 
lated her experiences and impres- 
sions while attending the confer- 
ence for the discussion of the pro- 
tocol at Geneva last summer. Miss 
Ely, always a favorite with all her 
audiences, was no exception on 
this occasion. The final contribu- 
tion to the program was given by 
Miss Jane Campbell, an ardent 
and enthusiastic worker of suf- 
frage days — who in her own in- 
imitable way presented a very 
original paper called the "Calam- 
ity Howl.'' Going back five years, 
she had all the weird visions of 
what women would be like and all 
the calamities that would 'befall 
them when they "got the vote," 
according to the predictions then 
cast by some of the best minds. 
Needless to say, the picture of the 
hazards and pitfalls awaiting her 
sex provoked much laughter. 

In conclusion the chairman, 
Mrs. C. P. Fowler, extended a 
sincere vote of thanks to the com- 
mittee and members of the board 
whose loyal co-operation had 
made this gathering possible and 
to the 120 guests a vote of thanks 
for their dual contribution, for by 
the proceeds of this luncheon a 
substantial reduction will be made 
in the local league's quota.
